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REPORT  OF  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


DANGER  FROM  FIRES  IN  WOODLANDS 

Woodland  litter,  when  dry,  is  highly  inflammable  and  fires 
can  quickly  get  out  of  control.  We  request  your  cooperation 
to  control  all  fires  so  that  lives  and  property  may  not  be  en- 
dangered or  destroyed,  and  forests  be  kept  green  to  furnish  the 
natural  beauty  we  all  enjoy  and  to  grow  timber  we  will  need. 

WHAT  IS   "WOODLAND"? 

The  term  "woodland"  is  defined  by  law  to  include,  "cut- 
over  land,  slash  and  such  other  land  as  bears  a  suflficient  amount 
of  wood  growth,  wood,  weeds,  grass  or  other  growth  as  to  be 
likely  to  be  burned  over." 

WHEN  IN  THE  WOODS,  YOU  ARE  EXPECTED  TO  EX- 
ERCISE CAUTION  IN  THE  USE  OF  FIRE  AND  TO  REMEM- 
BER THAT 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL  TO 

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigarettes,  or  other  burning 
substances  from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  without  written  permission 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another  without 
permission  from  the  owner  or  his  agent. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out  of  control. 

VIOLATIONS  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THESE  PENALTIES 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether  or  not 
he  has  a  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the  costs  of 
extinguishing  the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  material  in 
or  near  woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25. 

A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush  or  forest 
fire  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  without  per- 
mission of  the  owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire  without  a  permit 
when  a  permit  is  required,  a  person  may  be  fined  not  moii 
than  $200,  or  imprisoned  60  days. 
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DAMAGES 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that  shall  run 
upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the  owner  all  damage 
done  by  such  fire. 

BE   SURE  —  GET  A   PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh  screen,  and 
be  on  clean  ground. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed  as  incin- 
erators. 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent  its 
spread. 

Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Have  incinerators  inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
get  his  written  permit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookfield: 

During  the  year  1954-55  Mrs.  Eugenia  Hutchins  continued 
as  the  teacher  in  the  Churchill  School  for  her  third  year.  We 
are  fortunate  to  have  a  teachers'  college  graduate  with  several 
years  teaching  experience  within  commuting  distance.  Mrs. 
Rebecca  Sanborn,  R.N.,  continued  with  her  valuable  services  in 
supervision  of  the  school  health  program.  Both  Mrs.  Hutchins 
and  Mrs.  Sanborn  take  great  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  pupils  and  their  work  is  very  much  appreciated. 

One  of  the  most  significant  events  that  took  place  during 
the  school  year  was  the  polio  innoculation  of  the  pupils  in  the 
primary  grades.  This  program  was  well  organized  and  efficiently 
carried  out  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Stare  Department  of 
Health,  doctors,  nurses,  teachers,  and  others.  This  is  one  of 
the  great  advances  in  medical  science  and  holds  promise  that 
this  disease  may,  in  time,  be  eliminated. 

Again  we  owe  sincere  thanks  to  the  Mothers'  Club  for  their 
continued  efforts  in  sponsoring  the  school  lunch  program. 
Federal  Reimbursement  of  $77.78  and  surplus  foods  of  about 
the  same  amount  were  received.  This  assistance  with  the  dis- 
trict appropriation  and  the  sustained  effort?-  of  the  Mothers' 
Club  made  possible  provision  of  nourishing,  warm,  noon  meals 
for  the  pupils. 

Two  high  school  pupils  were  enrolled  at  Brewster  Academy 
last  year.  Currently  there  are  two  pupils  enrolled  at  Brewster 
Academy  and  one  at  Spaulding  High  School.  Tuition  rates  for 
the  current  year  are  $275.00  at  Brewster  Academy  and  $256.50 
at  Spaulding  High  School.  Some  increase  in  high  school  tuition 
may  be  expected  next  year. 

While  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  Brookfield  School  Dis- 
trict will,  in  the  near  future,  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  a 
marked  increase  in  school  enrollment  necessitating  building 
activities,  this  is  a  factor  that,  with  other  problems  of  educa- 
tion, is  bound  to  be  an  influence  locally.  The  competition  for 
competent  teachers  is  severe  and  is  aggravated  by  the  demand 
for  college  graduates  by  commerce  and  industry,  both  of  which 
offer  much  greater  financial  rewards.  The  supply  of  trained 
teachers    is    still   far   from    adequate   to   meet   the   need.    Our 
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teachers'  colleges  report  some  increase  in  enrollment  in  the 
freshmen  classes  this  year,  which  is  encouraging.  But  these 
young  men  and  womeii  wiJJ  rot  be  available  until  1959.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  inauce  competent  young  men  and 
viromen,  now  in  high  school,  to  enter  college  and  prepare  for 
teaching. 

The  very  helpful  cooperation  of  the  school  board,  teacher, 
nurse,  pupils,  and  citizens  is  gratefully  acknovvledged.

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with 
other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
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balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  choose  a  truant  officer  and  enumerator. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  application  for  and  accept  in  the  name  of  the 
School  District  for  school  purposes  such  funds  or  grants-in-aid 
as  may  be  obtainable  from  the  State  or  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment or  any  agency  or  department  thereof,  or  any  other 
source. 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  enter  into  and  execute  contracts,  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years,  with  other  school  districts  or  approved 
public  academies  for  the  purpose  of  providing  education  for 
elementary  and,  or  high  school  pupils  resident  in  this  district 
but  assigned  to  schools  outside  this  district,  or  pupils  resident 
outside  this  district  but  assigned  to  a  school  in  this  district, 
upon  payment  of  a  tuition  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  school 
boards,  or  boards  of  directors,  of  the  contracting  parties. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $94.50  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  set  of  encyclopedia  for 
the  school. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  temporarily 
the  Chui'chill  School,  and  if  so  voted  the  School  Board  is  hereby 
instructed  to  contact  the  Wakefield  School  Officials  in  time  for 
the  September  opening  of  schools  to  take  care  of  our  pupils  on 
a  tuition  basis  at  the  rate  of  approximately  $200.00  per  pupil. 
By  petition  of  Priscilla  Ferguson  and  16  others. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  to  come  before  said 
meeting  on  this  date.
